Hi Ben ...<br><br> 


I started with a 543 - recently sold it (with regret) because it took up 
too much room! It is a great scope, but too limited for what I'm doing 
now. I've kept a 549 - just a nice piece of tech,<br><br> 

As a result of buying a lot of mil gear I've had a chance to use quite a 
few different Tek scopes on my bench. I have a 453 which was my main 
scope for quite awhile. Very nice. I had a slew of 2235s which I really 
liked a lot. Still limited in frequency, but possibly the best triggering 
system in the 100MHz scopes I've had. Very easy to use. I've had 465Ms - 
very nice, and build to last. I also like the 475 (there aren't many Tek 
scopes I don't like!). Be warned with all of these, that some kinds of 
damage can be very difficult to fix. Tek began to use two kinds of 
problem switches. One used a plastic cam (e.g. vert sens) to close 
contacts as the switch is rotated. The other kind used a slide that 
closed contacts that were part of the various pcbs. If these break, they 
can be near impossible to fix. Parts can be found, but not easily. But 
I'd still recommend any of these scopes, if they are working correctly 
and undamaged. A broken knob is not a trivial issue. <br><br> 

My current bench scopes are a 2247 and a 2430. The 2247 is my all time 
favorite. It has an &quot;auto setup&quot; feature that virtually ends 
triggering problems for most test setups, and builtin frequency and 
voltage measurements. The 2430 is a very sophisticated four channel 
digital scope. I don't like it for general use, as it has many screen 


selected options, no auto setup and if you don't use it all the time, 
you'll be back to the manual almost everytime you turn it on. It can 
store your previous setup, however. But for slow speed work, or anything 
requiring a storage capability it is superb.<br><br> 

If you buy one on eBay, you should be sure the seller is reputable. Some 
sellers of test gear won't lie about the condition, but they also won't 
tell you what's wrong. I'd never buy from anyone who says &quot;it worked 
last time I turned it on&quot; or &quot;I haven't the equipment or skill 
to test it out.&quot; Some say it &quot;powers up&quot; when all that 
this means is that a pilot light comes on.... etc.<br><br> 

I think that if I were looking for a decent scope at a good price, I'd 
look either for a 2235, or a 465M - if they were guaranteed working. Both 
are repairable. The 465M is built to a much higher standard than the 
2235, but is very hard to work on!<br><br>
